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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-3 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

1, Claim 1 and claim 2 are indefinite, as they do not end with a period. It is unclear 
as to where the claim ends. An appropriate correction is needed. 

2. Claim 3 is improper dependent claim. Claim 3 is an intermediate compound claim 
but it depends on the process claim 2. An appropriate correction is needed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 
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4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made irv order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Makino et 
al., EP 1 106, 619 or US equivalent 6,368,807. 

Makino et al. teaches several structurally similar threading intercalator having 
oxidation-reduction activity, which include generically intermediate compound claimed 
herein for the same use. See formula I on page 4, particularly formula 2 on page 5. Note 
the definition of various Ea, L1a, L2a, X, Lib, L2b and Eb. Note Eb can be a ferrocenyl 
moiety and L2a or L2b can be 1 ,4-di(n-propylenyl)piperazinyl group as shown in page 5. 
See line 51 , page 5. See also the choice of Ea or Eb include formula F2 shown on 
page 6. Note also Makino et al. teaches a process for making which is shown on page 
6-7. As seen on page 6, compound (2) would correspond to instant compound. See 
pages 9-10 also for experimental details for making, compounds made, and testing. 

Makino et al. differs from the reference in not exemplifying the ferrocenyl 
compound bearing 1,4-di(n-propylenyl)piperazinyl group but showing example of 
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making ferrocenyl compound bearing aminoalkylamino group appended to acetic acid 
moiety of ferrocene. However, Makino et al. teaches equivalency of the exemplified 
compounds with the said side chain and ferrocenyl core with various La and Lb and 
ferrocenyl core in the definition of Ea, L1a, L2a, X, Lib, L2b and Eb on page 4-6 and 
clearly contemplates making of the compound shown on page 2 as evident from the 
choice of L2a and L2b on page 6, line 51. Thus it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to make 
compounds variously substituted with Ea, L1a, L2a, X, Lib, L2b and Eb as permitted by 
the reference and expect resulting compounds (instant compounds) to possess the 
uses taught by the art in view of the equivalency teaching outline above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 and 2 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. Said 
claims would be allowed since specific species and the process of making embraced in 
these claims are not taught or suggested by the art of record or from a search in the 
relevant art area.
